There has been bat 
little discussion by the press of the 
Btate of those questions that are of 
vital importance to the tax payers. 
Qood government consists of main- 
tairing law and order with as low a 
rate of taxation as is possible; and it 
ahonld uphold the essential part of 
equal rights, which is a just and 
equal ratio of taxation. 
No class 


legislation shonld be tolerated. 
Ev- 


ery pieee of property shonld be taxed 
at precisely the same rate as others, 
no nutter whether owned by oorpo 
ration* or individual*. 
Nojnit or 


logical reason can be given for tax 
tog the property of a citiwn, and 
bona fide resident of the Btate, foar 
time* as much as that of an alien 
corporation, whose members dwell 
in another State 
Ao individual's 


farm, house or stora is taxed for its 
actual value. 
Legislation should 


right thia wrong. If the Legislature 
does its doty the rest lie* with tbe 
people, they must elect none but 
honest, capable men to office, me a 
whom the monopoly cannot bribe or 
bny. 
Although the campaign, so 


far. has been devoid of interest, it is, 
nevertheless, of vast importance to 
the people. They are confronted by 
the tyrannous exactions of a giant 
monopoly, which, by bribery and 
corruption, is endeavoring to control 
the government. Its oppressions are 
paralizidft industry; driving oat fr»e 
labor, aobstitatiog the Coolie in its 
stead, and making thousands suffer. 
All over the ooatt its armies of Mon- 
golian heathens are lengthening out 
the iron fingers of the giant hand 
that is squeezing out the life blood of 
the farmer and laborer, while its 
emissaries are bribing public official*, 
and bnjing seats for their attorneys 
in the U. S Senate. 
It tramples 


upon the law of the land, and denes 
th'e tax-gatherer, only paying what 
it sees fit, and that little as if it was 
only to prevent annoyance and not 
as a matter ef right. 
Its hired tools 


•re now making a still hunt in this 
State, with the intention of capturing 
the Legislature. 
Every species of 


bribery and corruption will be re 
sorted to to gain tbia end; its filthy 
gold wi'l bo scattered broadcast over 
the SUte t* be pat where it will do 
tbe most good. 
Voters should be 


certain of their men before casting 
their votes. 
Be sure that they are 


honest and capable, ao they are hon- 
est *nd etpable, so they can neither 
be bribed nor hoodwinked by spe 
•ions argument*. The Executive and 
legist it ive ofliues are the ones that 
are especially important in tins con- 
nection. Vote for no man who does 
not openly and squarely stand with 
tbe people as against the monopoly.

pii«igr>; Austria. Russia 


PraeiM, Poland and Franee, all took 
the eagle. 
The two headed esgle 


signifies a double Empire. The Em- 
peror* ef Anntria, who claimed to be 
considered the successors of tbe C» 
sars of Borne, nsed the double bead- 
ed eagle, which is tbe eagle of the 
Eastern Emi'firors and that of tbe 
'Western, typifying the "Holy Romsu 
Empire," of wbhh tbe original Em- 
perors of Germany (now merged in 
fta 
Horn** of Austria) considered 


themselves a* the representatives. 
Charlemagne was tbe first to nee it. 
for when h* became master of the 
whole of the German Empile be add- 
«d tbe seeond bead to the eagle. A. o 
«02, to denote that tbe Empires of 
Ttome and Germany were united to 
aim.

Oregonians. the Winnemnoca Si/wr 
State tell* and comments at follows: 


The citizen* of Southeastern Ore- 


gon appreciate tbe interest manifest- 
ed by tbe people of Winnemnooa for 
their safety daring tbe late Indun 
tronblea, and are unanimously in 
fa* or of being annexed to Nevada. 
At the first call for assistance a party 
of volunteers, all that could be 
mounted and armed at short notice, 
left for the north and marched to 
White Horse, where the settlers from 
all parts of the surrounding country 
hail gathered their moat valuable 
horses and sought refuge from tbe 
savages. 
Though the most urgent 


appeals for assistance were oent to 
General Howard, who was then at 
Sheep Ranch, and to the authorities 
of Oregon, neither responded, and 
the only aid afforded them was from 
Hnmboldt Volunteers. 
For these 


and other reasons they are now agi- 
tating the question of annexation. 
The southern parts of Baker and 
Grant counties are cnt off from direct 
communication with the State Capi- 
tal. 
Their interests are identical 


with those of Northern 
Nevada. 


Their cattle are shipped to market 
from Winnemnoca, and their farming 
implements and supplies are all pur- 
chased at or shipped from this place. 
Their business relations are all with 
Nevada, and the government of Ore- 
gon takes no interest in their part of 
the State, except to collect taxes. It 
is probable that a bill will be intro- 
duced in tbe Oregon Legislature at 
its next session by the Senator elect 
from Gract connty to annex tbe 
southern part of that county to Ne 
vada; bat it is not likely that the 
webfoot law makers from the western 
part of the State will agree to ao just 
a measure, notwithstanding the unan- 
imous sentiment of the people direct- 
ly interested in favor of it.
